The procession was . led by 
military units from each branch of 
the' Egyptian armed services. A 
military band played dirges and the 
flag-draped coffin was preceded by 
40 bearers carrying flower wreaths 
with royal purple sashes.

palace. Four generals stood at the 
corners of the coffin, their swords 
drawn and pointing down. Incense

Abdln Palace, where the body 
lay in state,- was ..the site of the 
shah's first marrlhge, to Princess 
Fawzla, sister of the late Egyptian 
King Farouk whom' Sadat and other 
military officers overthrew in July, 
1952.

• Jerusalem Post Reporter 
Real wages were an average of S 
per cent lower in the first quarter of 
the year than in the preceding three 
months, according to data released 


yesterday by the Central Bureau of . level of 1978. 


rates and other compulsory or 
semi-compulsory payments are 
taken into account, those factors 
have probably reduced the average 
real take-home pay to below the 


Statistics. 

The -decline in real wages in the 
first quarter continued the trend of 
the preceding quarter, In which 
gross, wages fell In real terms by 8JS 
per cent. Cumulatively the real 
gross wage level was 10.6 per cent 
lower In January -March this year 
than for the same period In 1979. 

The data show that In the first 
three quarters of 1979 real wages 
remained stable. Compared with 
two years ago, real wages were 4.8 
per cent higher, than in January - 
March 1978. 

In nominal terras, the average 
. {proas wage in January-March 1980 
was 96 per cent higher than in the 
same period a year ago. In March 
- the average gross wage was 131,820 
a month per employment post. 

The Central Bureau of Statistics 
data all refer to gross wages. If the 
losses due to the semi-annual' ad- 
justment of tax brackets, tax credit 
points and child allowances, as well 
as the increases of a variety of fees, 


The decrease in real gross wages, 

. in comparison to the last quarter of 
1979, waa evident in most economic 
sectors. In the . public sector, 
agriculture and electricity the 
decline was fi . 5 per cent. In com- 
merce,- restaurants and hotel ser- 
vices , wages went down 4 per cent, 
followed by industry, where real 
gross wages declined 8 per cent 

Real gross wages in financial’ ser- 
vices and transportation were, 
however, 3 and 5 per cent, respec- ■ 
tively. more than in Oetober- 
- December last year. 

In comparison with the first 
quarter of 1979, gross average 
wages In the public sector were 
down 14.6'per cent. In financial ser- 
vices and commerce the decrease 
'was 12 per cent. In industry it was 
more than 10 per cent, and in 
agriculture, 8 per cent. The only 
sectors in which there waa a small 
.increase — slightly over one per 
cent — were construction and elec- 
tricity and water.

The Basle Law: Jerusalem the 
capital of Israel, will have its se- 
cond and third readings today, the. 
last day of the Knesset's 
summer term, and be passed into 
law by a comfortable majority in 
the wake of yesterday's com- 
promise between the coalition and 

the Alignment opposition, in the 
Law Committee. . 

. The final draft was approved by - 
the committee by a vote of 14 to S' 
with one abstention. Ttae three 
“nays" came from Mordech&l 
VirahubskI (Shlnul Centre Party — 
formerly Shlnul), Moahe Amar 
(Alignment — Mapam) and 
Sbulamit Alonl (Citizens Rights 
Movement). Gideon Hausner 
(Independent Liberal Party) 
abstained. 

The Alignment fought doggedly 
to put as many as possible of 
Jerusalem Mayor Teddy Kollek’s 
practical proposals into the text of 
the law, while the coalition tried to 
keep the text as general as possible 
on the grounds that basic laws 
should not descend to specifics. 

The compromise worked out 
between these two extremes - in- 
serted a statement in the text to the 
effect that the government would 
attend to the development and 
prosperity of Jerusalem and the 
well-being of Its inhabitants by 
allocating special resources 
through an annual grant to the city 
of Jerusalem, to he approved by the 
Knesset Finance Committee. 

Another statement Inserted said 
that state Institutions .would give 
Jerusalem special priority in their 
economic, financial, and other 
operations. 

The compromise draft said the 
government would set up a special 
body, or bodies, to Implement these 
two objectives. 

The holy places will be protected 
against desecration and offence,' 
the text now reads. Worshippers of 
all faiths will be ensured freedom of 
access to their holy places and their

U.S. diplomatic sources in 
Israel last night cautioned that 
Premier Menahem Begln's 
decision to transfer his offices 
to East Jerusalem and today's 
enactment of the Jerusalem bill 
may produce two Immediate 
developments — the suspension 
of the autonomy talks between 
Egypt and Israel, and a breach 
in communications between 
Israel and the U.S. 

The Jerusalem bill, which 
reaffirms the city united in 1967 
as the capital of Israel, is to get 
its final reading in the Knesset 
today. 

The sources said that the two 
Israeli actions were considered a 
unilateral act aimed at foreclosing 
the ultimate status of Jerusalem as 
well as affecting the negotiation 
process set at Camp David. 

The remarks by the diplomatic 
sources here coincided with a U.S. 
State Department statement 
criticizing Israel's moves as "not 
helpful." 

Department spokesman John 
Trattner said that the U.S. was op- 
posed to "any unilateral act which 
detracts or distracts from the peace 
process.” Trattner added that all 
parties to the Camp David Peace 
accords — Israel, Egypt and the 
U.S. — had agreed that the final 
status of Jerusalem would be decid- 
ed at a later stage in the peace 
negotiations. 

Trattner termed it “a logical 
fear" that Egypt will walk out of 
the autonomy negotiations — now 
being conducted on committee level 
in Cairo prior to convening the chief 
negotiators from the three coun- 
tries in Alexandria next week. 

The U.S. diplomatic sources, in 
warning that- the autonomy talks 


might be interrupted, pointed -out 

that Washington had just exerted 

enormous efforts to revive them 
after Egypt President Anwar Sadat 
suspended them to protest tabling 
of the Jerusalem bill in the Knesset 
The warning here was aired a few 
hours after Sadat met yesterday 
with the U.S. ambassador to Cairo, 
Alfred Atherton. • 

While expressing their concern 
over Egypt's possible reaction to 
the measures Israel was adopting 
In Jerusalem, the American 
sources in the same breath warned 
that these same measures may 
harm relations between 
Washington and Jerusalem. 

When asked what form 
Washington's reaction might take, 
the sources said, rather bluntly, 
"easing communications between 
the U.S. and Israel.” 

The reply ieem8 to leave no doubt 
that the U.S., which has maintained 
close ties with Israel, would not 
hesitate to join thoae governments 
In the Western Hemisphere seeking 
to minimize their diplomatic con- 
tacts with the government of 
Premier Menahem Begin and 
further Israel's Isolation. 

The sources indicated that the 
U.S. has no Intention of adjusting 
itself to the de facto situation 
currently being established In 
Jerusalem. The sources had hinted 
that the U.S. ambassador to Israel, 
Samuel Lewis, may officially 
boycott Begin should the latter 
move his offices to East Jerusalem. 

Stressing the fact that Lewis has 
received no Instructions from U.S. 
President Jimmy Carter regarding 
the transfer of Begln's offices, the 
sources said that they did not ex- 
pect Washington to change its 
policy on Jerusalem. 

The sources pointed out that in 
several recent discussions with 
Begin. Lewis had alerted the 
premier to what waa described as 


the consequences which the Israeli 
moves would bave. both on the con- 
tinuing peace negotiations with 
Egypt and on relations between 
Israel and the U.S. 

The sources made these com- 
ments as Lewis met yesterday with 
the U.S. consul-general In 
Jerusalem, Brandon Grove. 

■The meeting — one of many In a 
recent aeries of conferences — 
evidently ruled out recent reports 
about tension in relations between 
the ambassador and the consul. The 
consul has been emphasizing the in- 
dependent status of the American 
consulate as well as other Western 
missions, in the past century, due to 
the special standing Jerusalem had 
under the Turkish, the British, the 
Jordanian and now Israeli rule. 

Wolf Blltxer reports from 
Washington: 

The chairman of the Conference 
of Presidents of Major American 
Jewish Organizations, Howard 
Squadron, yesterday said that he 
might intervene with Prime 
Minister Begin to reconsider the 
latest proposed Israeli measures on 
Jerusalem, depending on what he 
hears today from U.S. Secretary of 
State Edmund Muskie during a 
meeting at the State Department. 

"I am not saying I will not get in- 
volved." Squadron told The 
Jerusalem Post, asked how he wlU 
respond to an expected Muskie 
appeal. 

"On the contrary, I think the 
American Jewish community 
should be involved." 

- But Squadron strongly Insisted 
that he would first want to hear 
Muskie outline what Israel could 
expect to receive as an appropriate 
quid pro quo if it agreed to a last- 
minute reversal or delay In ita 
plans to move the Prime Minister's 
Office to East Jerusalem and for 
the Knesset to approve the Geula 
Cohen bill on Jerusalem.

The charred remains of a large 
hot-air balloon believed to have 
been carrying terrorists on an 
attempt to Infiltrate Into Israel 
have been found in Southern 
Lebanon by soldiers of the UN 
Interim Force In Lebanon, military 
sources confirmed last night.

U.S. administration pushes 
for more tanks to Jordan 


UNITED NATIONS. — The U.N. 
General Assembly, In the climax to 
a week's emergency session, 
adopted a resolution yesterday giv- 
ing Israel a deadline of next Nov. 15 
to start withdrawing from occupied 
Arab territories and calling for a 
West Bank-Gaza Strip Palestinian 
state. 

The vote was 112 to 7 with 24 
abstentions. 

The U.S. voted against the resolu- 
tion, sponsored by 40 Non&ligned 
and Communist countries. Israel, 
Norway. Australia, Canada, 
Guatemala and Haiti also voted 
“no." 

Among the abstainers were the 
nine countries in the European 
Economic Community — Ireland, 
Britain, France, West Germany, 
Denmark, Belgium, the 
Netherlands, Luxembourg and Ita- 
ly- 

The majority In favour consisted 
of almost all the Third World and 
Communist groups.

Egypt, now in U.S.-promoted 
talks with Israel on Palestinian 
autonomy, was among those that 
voted for the proposal. 

The assembly also adopted a se- 
cond resolution, asking tbe UN 
Palestinian Rights Committee to 
"study thoroughly the reasons for 
the refusal of Israel to comply” 
with UN resolutions on Palestine. 

The vote on that was U2 to 5 with 
26 abstentions. The U.S., Israel, 
Guatemala. Canada and Australia 
voted against it. 

U.S. Ambassador William 
Vanden Heuvel, explaining his vote 
against the Palestinian statehood 
resolution, complained that it did 
not recognize Israel's right to exist. 

Several other speakers that 
either voted against the resolution 
or abstained from voting made 
similar statements.

WASHINGTON. - The Carter ad- 
ministration yesterday strongly 
urged the U.S. Congress to approve 
the sale of 100 additional advanced 
M-60A3 tanks to Jordan, arguing 
that an effort to "punish" Jordan 
by withholding consent to the con- 
troversial sale would “seriously 
damage” regional security in the 
Middle East 

- Assistant Secretary of State 
Harold Saunders, speaking on 
behalf of the administration, told 
the House Foreign Affairs Subcom- 
mittee on the Middle East that tbe 
sale poses no serious threat to 
Israel. - 

In his prepared opening state- 
ment, Saunders suggested that the 
primary reason for Jordan's tank 


request. which Includes 
sophisticated night-fighting vision 
equipment, was the fact that "Iraq 
and Syria have both qualitatively 
and quantitatively increased their 
tank forces." 

"Furthermore," he said, "even 
when Jordan's tank forces are add- 
ed to those of other Arab countries, 
one must realize that Israel has 
also expanded and modernized Its 
tank forces since 1973 and continues 
to enjoy an overwhelming 
superiority against all likely adver- 
saries." 

Earlier this month, the ad- 
ministration formally notified 
Congress of its plans- to sell 100 
of the tanks to Jordan. Yesterday, 
Saunders confirmed that the ad- 
ministration was also considering 
an additional sale of 100 tanks. 
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3 Nazareth children killed by grenade 
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NAZARETH (Itlxn). — Three 
children were killed here yesterday 
when a hand grenade they found 
while they were tending their flock 
exploded.

Peres replied that he had not 
been responsible for the leak. 

Begin wrote that he had agreed to 
the tete-a-tete the moment it was 
requested without asking what 
Peres wanted to discuss. 

He was surprised, even 
flabbergasted. Begin wrote Peres 
in a handwritten note, to hear on the 
4 p.m. and 5 p.m. news, what Peres 
intended to discuss and what Perea 
thought about the matters he ln- 
fended to raise. 

(The bulletins said that Peres 
wanted to discuss the planned 
transfer of the Prime Minister's Of- 
fice to East Jerusalem, a move to 
which he objected, since he felt It 
harmed the national interest at this 
time.) 

"Under such conditions, whereby 
all the conventional rule# are 
strangely violated with regard to a 


private conversation. I do not think 
there is any point in bolding the con- 
versation." Begin wrote Peres, 

Peres wrote Begin back to say he 
had not spoken to the radio reporter 
or any other journalist. He knew 
nothing about the report on the 
radio. He had intended to air issues 
of concern To all Israelis which 
transcended party differences. 
Peres said, in a very iow-proflle 
reply to Begin’s rebuff. 

"You drew the wrong con- 
clusions.” Peres wrote. 

Peres told the Kol Israel news 
magazine reporter last night that 
Jerusalem was one single city, and 
wherever the Prime Minister’s Of- 
fice was located, that was still 
Jerusalem. 

“I do not distinguish between new 
Jerusalem and old Jerusalem.” 
Peres said in the radio interview. 

He said Begin called off the con- 
versation because of "narrow, sec- 
tional reasons." He said grave 
political developments were taking 
place at the present time, related to 
the Iraqi nuclear plant, and to 
Jerusalem, so he sought a meeting 
to discuss major national issues — 
a meeting which Begin himself 
should rightly have initiated.

TEL AVIV. — Ganei Tlkva, a 
village adjoining Savyon, bas 
allocated 40 dunams of land to the 
National Religious Party for the 
building of a religious country club.

Ganei Tikva local council chair- 
man Mordechai Weiss yesterday 
confirmed to The Jerwmlem Post 
that his council had handed over the 
40 dunams tract for the country 
club. He could not say how many 
millions of shekels would be re- 
quired to develop the land, but said 
he trusted that members of the 


public council would bring in the in- 
vestors. He did not think that only 
religious people would be allowed 
membership of the country club 
and its leisure facilities, which will 
be put up only a few kilometres 
away from the exclusive Savyon 
country club. 

A glance* at the council’s 
membership list shows a similarity 
with the inner leadership of the 
NRP youth circles: it includes 
EUezer Shefer, Jewish Agency- 
WZO younger leadership depart- 
ment head; NRP Knesset faction 
secretary Arye Hahn; Batsofeh 
columnist Shaul Shlff; Ze'ev 
Brave rm an, head of Elitzur, the 
NRP sports organization; and Avi 
y&'acobl, aide to Interior Minister 
Yosef Burg. 

Contacted at the Knesset last 
night, Hahn said the new country 
club was part of an Elitzur project, 
and would eventually include a 
hostelry. 


Joseph Sisco arrives in Israel

ANTWERP. — A man claiming to 
be a Palestinian belonging to a 
Fatah revolutionary wing has con- 
fessed to Sunday's grenade attack 
on a group of Jewish children here 
in which one youth was killed, the 
public prosecutor said yesterday. 

Rene Verheyden told a news con- 
ference that a man, Identified as 
Said Naser. made the statement 
during interrogation following his 
arrest. A second man, unidentified, 
has also been arrested in connec- 
tion with the attack. 

A French youth, David Kuhan, 15, 
was killed and 20 other children 
were injured when grenades were 
hurled at them as they waited to 
board a bus for a summer camp. 

Verheyden said- the second maw 
was found to be In possession of 
Soviet-made hand grenades .and a 
false passport and claimed to be a 
Tunisian student. 

The Brussels office of the Palesti- 
nian Liberation Organization, 
meanwhile, yesterday denied any 
involvement in the incident. This 
followed a call by a local Jewish 
organization for closure of the PLO 
offices in Belgium. 


Kuhan was buried on Monday in 
the Dutch city of Putte where 
relatives live. The boy’s father, who 
had seen, the killing of his son, 
recited knddish. More than 100 peo- 
ple attended the ceremony with 
dozens of police cars and Dutch 
sharpshooters guarding the 
cemetery. 

Similar measures have been 
taken by Belgian authorities with 
police now guarding Jewish 
organizations throughout the coun- 
try. The Belgian government 
reportedly ordered these special 
measures to prevent any risk of 
further bloodshed. 

Belgian Premier Wilfried 
Martens has cabled the president of 
the Antwerp Agudat Israel branch, 
Salomon Mags bad. his personal 
and the Belgian government’s con- 
dolences. 

Most of the hospitalized -wounded, 
with the exception of 13-year-old 
Joshua Erblich, are now reported 
out of danger. Joshua is still listed 
in a critical condition and partially 
paralysed. (Reuter, JTA)

Knesset okays amendment 
to party financing law 


JERUSALEM BILL

With only a single dissenting vote 
— that of Aklva Nof ’(Democrats) — 
the Knesset last night passed Into 
law the amendment to the Political 
Parties Financing Law that was ap- 
proved by the Finance Committee 
on Monday. The amendment allows 
political parties to accept substan- 
tially larger contributions than at 
present. 

Committee chairman Shlomo 
Lorincz. presenting the bill to r its 
second reading, said In a two- 
sentence speech that the aim of the 
bill was to bring party financing In 
line with inflationary conditions. 

Two weeks ago, the committee' 
dealt with the problem ot inflation 
when it voted that henceforth the 


amount- of state financing the par- 
ties receive both for election cam- 
paigns and current expenses sftotf. 
be linked 90 per cent to rises in the 
cost-of-living index, instead of the 
70 per cent that has applied 
heretofore. 

The main change made in the bill 
is to increase the permissible ex- 
penditure the parties may make 
from non-stale contributions. This 
has no connection with Inflati on. 

With respect to campaign ex- 
penses, the bill raises the max- 
imum non-state funding to 50 per 
cent of the state allotment, instead 
of the present one third. 

And with respect to current ex- 
penses, the maximum permissible 
non-state expenditure is raised 
from 50 per cent to 80 per cent.

Firm changes name, seeks more aid

The troubled Savk&l firm which 
has so far absorbed some IS60m. in 
government aid (at current prices) 
has changed its name and is now 
seeking government aid in the form 
of a 6450,000 guarantee, despite 
criticism of the form of government 
assistance to the company express- 
ed recently In the State Comp- 
troller’s report. 

The comptroller had harsh words 
for the way the government aided 
the company, despite studies 
carried out for the Industrial 
Development Bank in 1975, 1976 and 
197S which showed up the com- 
pany's disadvantages as compared 
with foreign companies granted 
similar concessionary rights to 
manufacture the Wankel engine for 
industrial use. The studies had 
pointed to Savkal's difficulties In 
penetrating world markets, and 
had cast doubts on the worthwhile 
nature of the entire project. 

The comptroller stressed that the 
government had continued to sup- 
port the company and to give it 
loans and grants although it was 
made obvious every few years that 
the investment was not worthwhile, 
and that the money was simply be- 
ing poured down the drain. 

But the comptroller's words ap- 
parently fell on deaf ears. Recently. • 
Finance Minister Tigael Hurvftz 
asked the Knesset Finance Com- 
mittee to give the company a 
government guarantee. But 
although the company has changed 
its name, it remains the same ailing 
firm that it has been since its es- 
tablishment in 3969. 

The request states that although 


estimates of sales of the Wankel 
engines have not been fulfilled, and 
the firm is presently having dif- 
ficulty in covering its current ex- 
penditures, nevertheless It has 
plans for a recovery. 

The United Mizrahi Bank, 
through its subsidiary the Financial 
and Trade Bank, together with 
another group of Investors, are to 
buy up to 74 per cent of the 90 per 
cent holdings in the hands of 
Savkal's major share-holder. Ap- 
pointed to head the new board of 
directors of the company is another 
Mizrahi Bank official, the manag- 
ing director of the Industrial and 


Agricultural Promotion Bank. 

At this stage, the company will 
base its operations on sub- 
contracting work from abroad, 
primarily in aluminium castings. 
Attempts to market the Wankel 
engine will go on simultaneously. 

The company will be given an ex- 
tension of seven years to repay 
debts that ‘it cannot handle at pre- 
sent. 

The Industrial Development 
Bank and Bank Hapoallm are to 
give the company a guarantee of 
5900.000, but these banks want tbe 
government to guarantee halLthis 
sum.

Turkey unlikely to cut ties with Israel 


ANKARA. — Sources in the Turkish 
Foreign Ministry said yesterday it 
was highly unlikely Turkey would 
sever Its ties with Israel. They add- 
ed that it was out of the question 
that Turkey would move its 
diplomatic mission from Tel Aviv 
to Jerusalem. 

The sources were responding to a 
draft law tabled in Turkey’s 
National Assembly yesterday by 
tbe Moslem fundamentalist 
National Salvation Party (NSP). 
The draft law, calling for Turkey to 
sever Its relations with Israel, was 
accompanied by a censure motion 
against Foreign Minister Hayrettin 
Erkment for his “pro-Israeli 
policies which were alienating 


Islamic countries.” 

NSP chairman Neemettin Er- 
bakan said be would withdraw the 
censure motion “if the government 
immediately severes all ties with” 
Israel. 

But political sources in tbe 
Turkish capital said the motion had 
little chance of clearing through the 
first stage of debate in the Turkish 
parliament, which went Into a 
recess over the stalemate on elec- 
ting a new president. 

The NSP holds only 22 seats in the 
450-tnember National Assembly. 
But its support Is considered 
crucial to the survival of Prime 
‘Minister Suleyman Demireps 
government.

The Foreign Affairs and Defence 
Committee was told yesterday that 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat 
has eaid he was surprised about 
Israeli reservations to two of his 
proposals: that the two countries 
negotiate a mutual defence pact 
after a comprehensive peace is 
achieved: and that Nile water be 
channelled to the Negev for irriga- 
tion. 

The report came from noted Mid- 
dle East scholar Prof. Shimon 
Shamir, who returned recently 
from a visit to Egypt, where he 
talked to Sadat, among others. 

Shamir said that Sadat was 
capable of holding fast against 
pressures within the Egyptian 
public and its leadership stratum, 
criticizing his policy towards 
Israel. "But he is not all-powerful 
and cannot silence his critics,” 
Shamir said. "In the Egyptian 


parliament, the critics cannot be ig- 
nored." 

He said that a powerful fun- 
damentalist Moslem current was at 
/"work in Egypt today and spreading 
’■ its roots 1 far and wide. It emWtttd 
right wingers as well as left 
wingers and probably commanded 
the sympathy of half the Egyptian 
college population, Shamir said. 

"But as long as the fundamen- 
talists have not struck root within 
the establishment, there Is no fear 
of revolution,” Shamir said. 

The peace with Israel Is not 
Sadat's peace, Shamir said: it is a 
genuine Egyptian peace. Hence, 
after Sadat goes, the peace could 
hold firm. 

He rejected theories that the 
president was playing at a mock 
confrontation with his ministers 
and diplomats, whereby Sadat call- 
ed for patience with Israel, In pur- 
suit -of a dialogue, while en- 
couraging his minions to harass 
and criticize Israel and its policies.

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
yesterday’s discussion of export promotion 
policies in the Knesset Finance Committee 
became a shouting match between Avrah&m 
Shavit, the president of the Manufacturers' 
Association, and the deputy governor of the 
Bank of Israel, Dr. EKezer Sheffer, 

Shavit said that government policy was In- 
juring industry, and that he feared a decline In 
the growth of exports. He contended that the 
government's policy is wrong, and that exports 
should bo pushed even if that means higher In- 
flation. He warned against a decline in export 
profitability and said that industrial in- 
vestments were falling. 

When Sheffer defended the position that ex- 
port profitability had been maintained and had 
even gone up in the first half of 1980. Finance 
Minister Yigael Hurvitz Interrupted him and 
remarked that Shavit had sounded the same 
warnings and apprehension two years ago, and 


exports had increased ail the same. 

Shavit was angered by being pushed into a 
corner and shouted at Sheffer : "Take all the 
machines to the Bank of Israel and do the in- 
dustrial production yourself." MK Steff 
Wertheimer joined In and added, addressing 
himself to Sheffer. "And go print bonds." To 
which Sheffer responded by exclaiming. "You 
want to muzzle me." 

The heated exchange only cooled off after the 
chairman of the committee Intervened. 

Shavit told the committee that industry had 
laid off 17,000 workers since Hurvitz began his 
policy of economic slowdown. Industrial out- 
put, he said, had fallen by 11 per cent, and pre- 
sent policies will lead to unemployment — ■ with 
the unemployed being absorbed in services. 
This, he said, will be a natural disaster. 

Sheffer said that industrial exports had 
grown by 109 per cent, in real terms, between 
1975 and 1980. and will Increase by another 30 
prr cent this year, in current values. Con- 


sidering the shrinkage of world trade, he said, 
this was a major achievement. 

Sheffer added that the entire increase in the 
gross national product foreseen for this year 
will come from exports, and that all this would 
not have been possible If there had not been in- 
vestments in productive enterprise. 

.MK Stef Wertheimer accused the Bank of 
Israel of drying up sources of finance for in- 
vestment by selling government bonds. That 
drew the rejoinder from Dr. Zvi Sussman. the 
other deputy governor of the Bank of Israel, 
that industrialist Wertheimer had not felt the 
need to mobilize capital on the stock market 
because, until a few months ago. cheap money 
from government loans had been available. 

Finance Minister Hurvitz said that he was 
not frightened by the fact the workers were laid 
off m industry. There is. he said, room for sur- 
gery in industry as there is in the army. Hur- 
vllz expressed his satisfaction with the

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25.1 security prisoners join Nafha strikers 

Hunger strike spreads to 
Ashkelon, Ramie prisons

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
- A new wave of hunger strikes has 
hit the nation's prisons as 251 securi- 
ty prisoners from Ashkelon and 
Ramie prisons joined the 72 
prisoners already on strike In 
Nafha prison and the Ramie prison 
custody house. 

In' an emergency meeting held in 
Ramie prison on Monday as the 
new strike began, the commanders 
of all the prisons and prison depart- 
ment heads were briefed about the 
latest developments. 

Some of the prison officers at the 
meeting expressed their dis- 
satisfaction with the Interior 
Ministry's appointment of an in- 
vestigating committee even before 
the Institute of Forensic Medicine 
had announced its findings in the 
death of two' of the security 
prisoners on hunger strike. 

Prison Service Commissioner 
Gundar Halm Levy asked the 
prison officers at the meeting to 


restrain themselves as much as 
possible in their treatment of the 
striking prisoners. He stressed that 
the whole world was following the 
events in the prisons here. 

Answering questions about how 
to act in case of hunger strikes. 
Levy said that every striking 
prisoner must have close medical 
supervision. Only a doctor can 
determine whether any prisoner, 
should he forced-fed, he said. 

Meanwhile, the condition of 
prisoner Ishak Marara, 38, who is In 
Assaf Harofeh Hospital, continues 
to be critical. 

Another prisoner, hospitalized in 
the Ramie prison infirmary, suffer- 
ing from a heart disease, continues 
to refuse to eat. He reportedly sign- 
ed a statement accepting respon- 
sibility for any worsening of his 
condition. 

This morning, a group of jour- 
nalists will visit Nafha prison at the 
invitation of the Prison Service 
Commission.

Kotler quits post 
at Haifa theatre

HAIFA. — Actor and producer

New Hebrides independent 
after 74. years as colony 
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PORT VILA, New Hebrides 
i Reuter). - The New Hebrides 
islands yesterday became the In* 
dependent nation of Vanuaatu after 
"4 years of joint colonial rule by 
France and Britain. 

Father Walter Uni was sworn in 
as prime minister by Attorney* 
General Michael Gaiger at one 
minute past midnight (local time) 
as the South Sea archipelago 
became independent. 

But the new nation faces an un- 
certain and troubled future because 
of continuing 1 resistance by 
secessionist rebels led by local 
chief Jimmy Stevens on the island 
of Espirftu Santo, who have 
threatened to fight the new govern- 
ment. 


The New Hebrides government 
has bitterly criticized Britain and 
France, joint colonial rulers since 
1906, for not quickly putting an end 
to Ail rebellion on Santo after they 
landed 200 troops there last week. 
The marines and paratroopers 
have not moved out of LuganvlUe, 
The joint Anglo-French force 
landed on Santo last Thursday to 
end a two-month revolt by Stevens' 

'supporters. They £ ear they will fare 
badly under the English-speaking 
government of Father LIni. who , 
won supervised elections last 
November. The rebels are backed 
by armed French settlers, worried 
thAt their land might be ex- 
propriated, and a right-wing 
American organization Interested 
in establishing a tax-free haven. 


Iran falters in attempt 
to choose prime minister 


TEHERAN i Reuter). — Efforts to 
choose a prime minister appeared 
to hit a new snag yesterday when 
Ayatollah Khomeini said he did not 
want to be represented on a com- 
mittee that is to examine the 
qualifications of candidates for the 
post. . 

The ayatollah's office said in a 
statement that the matter was up to 
the Majlis (parliament) and Presi- 
dent Abolhassan Banl-Sadr alone. 
But -there was no Indication 
whether the establishment of the 
proposed committee would be 
affected by the decision. 

Installation of a prime minister 
and a new government is seen as a 
necessary preliminary to any 
definitive action by the Majlis on 
the fate of the American hostages 
seized by Islamic militants last 
November. 

The decision to set up a com- 
mittee was taken at a closed-door 
meeting of the Majlis on Monday 
after Bam-Sadr's candidate for the 
post of premier. Deputy Interior 


Minister Mostafa Mir- Salim, ran 
into opposition. 

It was also reported here that an 
Iraqi navy commando was ex- 
ecuted in the southern oil refining 
town of Abadan yesterday on 
Koranic charges of being "corrupt 
of the earth" and "waging war 
against God." The newspaper 
Knyhnn said Adel Adnan, a 
member of Iraq's ruling Ba’ath 
party, was sent before a firing 
squad after an Islamic 
revolutionary tribunal found him 
guilty of making illegal visits to 
Iran and spying on opponents of the 
Iraqi government. 

Meanwhile, " Danish television 
journalist Carl Sorensen, who was 
detailed incommunicado for a 
week, left Iran yesterday. Danish 
embassy spokesman Peter Tjerk 
said Sorensen and his Turkish 
colleague Ham} Sami were releas- 
ed three days' ago after they were 
accused by revolutionary 
authorities of working for U.S. 
television networks. 


Peking talks on Kampuchea 


PEKING (Reuter). — Foreign 
Minister Siddhi Savetsila of 
Thailand and Chinese Foreign 
Minister Huang Hua held talks 
yesterday with the situation In 
Kampuchea a major topic, in- 
formed sources said. 

Siddhi arrived in Peking on Sun- 
day for what Thai sources describ- 
ed as a continuing round of con- 
sultations between the two coun- 
tries. 

Former Kampuchean head of 
state Prince Norodom Sihanouk 
also arrived in Peking yesterday 
after several months tn the North 
Korean capital of Pyongyang. 
Sihanouk told correspondents he 


had retired from politics and would 
"not return to Cambodia while my 
country remains a Vietnamese 
colony." 

In Bangkok, Thai Deputy 
Premier Thaaat Khoman was to 
meet yesterday with Prime 
Minister Prem Tinsulanonda to dis- 
cuss Thailand's response to a call 
by Indochinese countries for a 
demilitarized zone along the tense 
Thai-Karopuchean border. An aide 
to Thanat said the deputy premier 
was proposing that. Thailand should 
discuss the demilitarization issue 
with UN Secretary-General Kurt 
Waldheim, who is to visit Vietnam 
and Thailand next week. 


U Nu ends 
exile, back 
in Rangoon 

RANGOON (AP). — Former Prime 
prime minister U Nu, 73, returned 
to Rangoon yesterday with Ws wife 
and children after 11 years of exile 
in Thailand and India. 

Reporters were not allowed in- 
side the airport when be arrived. 

U Nu was detained when General 
Nc Win seized power in a bloodless 
coup In March. 1962, and was 
released four years later, U Nu left 
for India in April, 1969, ostensibly 
for medical treatment. He then 
proceeded to Thailand where he 
founded the Parliamentary 
Democracy Party. He led an armed 
rebellion from the Thai-Burma 
border against Ne Win's govern- j 
ment. However, he gave up the 1 
attempt in 1974. He has lived in In- 
dia ever since. 

President Ne Win proclaimed 
amnesty on May 28, pardoning all 
political offences and asking all 
political dissidents to return within 
90 days. Ne Win sent U Nu's 
daughter and a mutual friend in 
June to India to ask CJ Nu to return 
to Burma. 

Former defence minister in U 
Nu's government, Bohmu Aung, 
who joined U Nu's rebellion, return- 
ed to Rangoon from Thailand with 
40 followers on June 21. 

Russia withdraws 
20,000 troops 
from E. Germany 

MOSCOW (API. — The Soviet 
Union has nearly completed its un- 
ilateral pullout of about 20,000 Red 
Army troops and 1,000 tanks 
from East Germany, Radio 
Moscow reported yesterday. 

The withdrawal had been an- 
nounced last October by Soviet 
President Leonid Brezhnev In a 
speech delivered in East Berlin. 

. Western observers viewed the 
Kremlin move as partly aimed at 
furthering Moscow's propaganda 
campaign against NATO plans to 
deploy new medium-range missiles 
in Western Europe. NATO decided 
tn December to proceed with the 
missile programme. 

Radio Moscow’s English- 
language world service reported 
that "the unilateral Soviet force 
reductions in Central Europe are 
nearing completion. The pop- 
ulations of the towns where they 
were stationed are giving them a 
warm send-off," it said. 

Despite the Soviet withdrawal. 
Warsaw Pact forces In Central 
Europe still outnumber NATO's by 
approximately 150,000 troops, ac- 
cording to Western estimates.

Police stood by at _ various 
municipal departments and at 
black workers’ hostels where the 
strikers congregated. 

The municipal workers’ strike, 
which began on Monday, is In de- 
mand of higher pay and recognition 


of t haJBIa ck Municipality. Workers! 
Union, which claims some 9,000'bf 
Johannesburg's 15,000 black city 
workers as members. 

Meanwhile, a boycott of schools 
by non-whites as a protest against 
Inferior education continued 
sporadically. 

A complete stay-away from 
secondary and higher primary 
schools in the Indian Ocean port 
city of Port Elizabeth was in its 
third week. 

The school boycott began more 
than three -months ago among 
pupils of mixed race — "coloureds" 
as they are called — in the Cape , 
Town area. It has continued off and 
on In various parts of the country 
among Coloureds, Blacks and 
Aslans. 


England, Windies draw in fourth Test match 


LONDON r AP). — The fourth Test 
Match between England and the 
West Indies ended in a draw at the 
Oval yesterday, without the West 
Indies having a. second innings 
knock. 

The glory rested with England's 
final pair, Peter Willey who scored 
104 and Bob Willis, who kept his end 


up far 24. 

Willey made his first test' cen- 
tury in 236 minutes. 

When he had scored four more 
runs, and time was running out, 
they called It a day. 

The final score was England 870 
and 209 for 9, West Indies 260.' 


Soviets fail in soccer, 
hoop, but gold haul grows 


MOSCOW — Defending champion 
East Germany beat the Soviet 
Union 1-0 yesterday to move into 
the finals of the Olympic soccer 
tournament against Czecho- 
slovakia. 

The Czechoslovakian team beat 
Yugoslavia 2-G earlier yesterday 
for a berth in Saturday's final, 
while the Soviets play Yugoslavia 
for the bronze medal on Friday. 

Italy yesterday defeated Spain 
95-89 in Yugoslavia in the finals. 

The gold medal hopes of the not- 
ao-mlghty Soviet men’s basketball 
team ended when Yugoslavia 
defeated Brazil 96-95 in the last 
semifinal game last night. 

That put the Yougoslavs and Italy 
In the gold medal game tonight. The 
Soviet Union and Spain will play for 
the bronze medal. 

Yugoslavia finished the 
semifinals with a 5-0 record. Italy 
and the Soviet union each were 3-2 
but Italy goes Into the gold 
medal game on the strength of its 
victory over the Soviets last week. 

Italy beat Spain 95-89 and the 
USSR downed Cuba 109-90 in other 
games yesterday. 

Still the Soviet Union added con- 
siderably to its Olympic gold 
yesterday, taking two wrestling 
titles and a judo crown, and win- 
ning the team horse-jumping, Star 
Class yachting, women's volleyball 
and handball, the men's sabre fen-. 
*cing, waterpolo and the 110-kg 
weightlifting category. 

In the latter event Leonid 
Tarancnko broke his own world 
record with a combined snatch-jerk 
lift of 422.5 kg. 

With yesterday's gold medal 
events completed, the boats had 138 
medals. Including 58 gold. That 
topped the all-time record of 125 
total medals won by the Soviets at 
Montreal In 1976, 

India, once the Olympic power In 
field hockey, recaptured the title 


yesterday by defeating Spain 4-3 In 
the gold medal match. 

It was India’s first gold in field 
hockey since 1964, and Us first 
medal of the 1980 games. 

Earlier the Soviets defeated 
Poland 2-1 to capture the .bronze 
medal. 

Missing from the tournament 
were New Zealand, Australia and 
Pakistani the three medal winners 
at the Montreal games in 1976. They 
had pulled out as a result of the par- 
tial boycott of the Moscow Games. 

• The Soviet Union won its second 
Olympic gold medal In equestrian 
sports when two of its four-man 
team had faultless rides in the 
Grand Prix team show-jumping 
yesterday. 

The Soviet team chalked up 20.25 
faults after two rounds, while 
Poland earned the silver with 56 
and Mexico the bronze with 09.25. 

Only six teams participated in the 
event, the low participation reflec- 
ting the absence of many of the 
world's best equestrian teams 
because of the boycott. 

Soviet riders had earlier won the 
team gold in the three-day event. 

In yachting. Foul Jensen of Den- : 
mark repeated his success of the 
1976 Games by taking the Soling j 
gold medal at the Olympic regatta | 
fn Tallinn, finishing 7.4 points clear 
of the Soviet crew, who took the 
silver medal. Greece won the 
bronze. 

Brazilian student Marcos Soares 
and Eduardo Tenldo took their 
country's second gold medal at the 
regatta with victory in the 470 
Class. East Germany finished as. 
the silver medallist and the bronze 
went to Finland. 

Brazil's first yachting. gold was 
won in the Tornado class on Mon- 
day by Alexandre Welter. ' 

The Soviet Union won the Star 
Class race, followed home by 
Austria and Italy, in that order.

LISBON fUPI). — Angola con- 
demned 16 anti-communist rebels 
to firing squad death yesterday in a 
move that threatens to .escalate ur- 
ban terror in the oil-rich southern 
African nation. The men were ac- 
cused of sabotage. 

At the close af a week-long trial in 
Luanda, Angola's Atlantic coast 
capital, the Marxist regime's 
Popular' Revolutionary Tribunal 
sentenced 16 UNIT A guerrillas ' to 
death, - the official Angolan news 
agency AN GOP repprted. In an 
earlier dispatch, the agency said 
Attorney-General Saipuel Manuel 
asked for 21 death sentences last 
Wednesday. 

The court also sentenced five 
men to 24-year prison terms and 
two others to 16 and 12 years Im- 
prisonment. respectively. Four of 
the 28 defendants, who went' on trial 
.July 17. were acquitted, the agency 
said, but it did not mention the fate 
of the 28th defendant 

General shot by 
Madrid terrorists 

MADRID (AP). — Three terrorists 
raked an army general's car with 
gunfire in downtown Madrid, 
yesterday, killing his bodyguard 
and wounding him and his driver. ■ 

The bodyguard was the 74th per- 
son slain in political violence in 
Spain this year. 

Both General Arturo CrI&do 
Ahunategui and his driver were 
reported to be seriously hurt by 
military hospital sources, but 
associates of the general said his 
wounds were not severe. 

Lima’s newspapers 
denationalized 

LIMA (AP). — Peruvian President 
Fernando Belaunde Terry returned 
Lima's major newspaper to private 
hands yesterday as the new 
democratic government's first of- 
ficial act. 

The seven daily newspapers were, 
expropriated In 1974 by the leftist 
military dictator Gen. Juan 
Velasco Alvarado. Belaunde's 
. cabinet issued a supreme resolution 
yesterday firing the government- 
appointed publishers. 

The resolution appointed the 
papers’ original publishers and 
editors to their former posts for a 
120-day period while a law is 
written to make the procedure for- 
, mal. 

Belaunde was inaugurated on 
Monday for a five-year term as the 
head of Peru's first constitutional 
democracy in 12 years.

Kenneth Tynan dies

Soviets attack mutinous Afghanistan army unit 


NEW. DELHI (AP). - The Soviet 
Union Is launching massive air. 
borne units daily to crush what may 
be the most serious challenge 
Moscow has faced so far in 
Afghanistan — the mutiny of an 
Afghan armoured division south of 
Kabul. Western diplomatic sources 
reported on Monday. 

Soviet planes have "filled the 
skies over Kabul for several hours 
each day beginning last Friday," 
one diplomat said, confirming 
earlier reports from air travellers 
to India. "It is the heaviest aerial 
activity since the December in- 
vasion." he added. 

Flotillas of Soviet helicopter 
gunships, MIG jets and Antonov 
transports have been shuttling 
between Kabul airport and Ghazni 
province, to the southwest, where 
Soviet troops and armour last week 
were reported to have encircled 
Afghan units who revolted, and were 
attempting to join the anti-Soviet 
insurgent movement, he said. 

A Western diplomat on Monday 


Identified the main defecting group 
as Afghanistan's 14th armoured 
division. Other units have mutinied 
at Ghazni, 120km southwest of 
Kabul, and Maidan Shahr, 30km 
outside the capital. One report said 
200 Soviet tanks were under siege 
by Afghan army defectors, he add- 

cd. . 

"If these stories are true — ana* 
the level of helicopter activity 
would indicate that they are — 
(Afghan president Babrak) Kar- 
mal and the Soviets are facing their 
greatest challenge since, the in- 
vasion," said the diplomatic 
source, who asked not to be Iden- 
tified. 

The waves of Soviet planes mov- 
ing out’ from Kabul included M18 
helicopters, MI-24 helicopter 
gunships.. MIG-21 fighters and 
transports carrying airborne 
troops, with 28 hllcopters seen in a 
single formation last Friday, a 
diplomatic report said. "Most of the 
MI-24s are returning with signs of 
having expended their am- 


munition" in heavy fighting. It add- 
ed. 

In contrast to the ill-armed and 
loosely -organized insurgents who 
have been waging a Moslem “holy 
war" against the pro-Soviet govern- 
ment and the Russians, the 24ih ar- 
moured division was regarded as 
one of the Afghan army's more 
powerful units. It has tanks, ar- 
tillery and a variety of anti-aircraft 
weapons, possibly including 
surface-to-air missiles supplied to 
Afghanistan by the Soviets, a 
Western source said. Manpower 
was estimated as at least 5,000. 

The Ghazni * mutiny has been 
reported triggered by an attempt to 
change commanders as part of a 
wide-ranging purge by Kar mol's 
Parc ham faction of the ruling 
-Marxist party at the expense of the 
rival Khalq faction formerly led by 
Karmal's predecessors, the late 
presidents Mohammad Nur Tar old 
and Hafizullah Amin.

Still learning 
from Herod

200 metres from the coast. "With 
waves breaking far away, the 
water at the quay was as smooth as 
a pond even in winter. He could 
have his ships safely anchored 
loading during the rains and have 


them sailing with the first sharav in 
spring to reach Rome before 
anybody else, Raband explained. 

The Caesarea Ancient Harbour 
Excavations have uncovered most 
of the breakwater. Started by 


oceanologist Edwin Link in 1980, 
the project was taken over by the 
Haifa University Maritime Studies 
Centre in 1975. Next year it wQI be 
turned Into an international ven- 
ture. Potential partners from the 
U.S., Canada and Germany have 
already written of their Interest in 
joining the Haifa team and they 
may be Joined by others from Euro* 
pean universities. 

The project has been supported 
primarily by the Caesarea Fund es- 
tablished by Baron Evelyn de 
Rothschild and Haifa University’s 
Applied Scientific Research Com- 
pany. Dozens of students .from the 
university's Maritime Civilizations 
Department and volunteers from 
the Israel Underwater Exploration 
Society carry on their in- 
vestigations up to one kilometre 

from the coast. Led by Raband, 
Prof. Elisha Under and Yitzhak 
Asher, of the Caesarea Diving Club, 
they have also conducted several 
surveys of the submarine 
geomorphology, of the sand layers 
covering the seabed and their 
changes, and coastal circulation 
processes. They have also made a 
detailed map of the sunken struc- 
tures. 

"We were also Instrumental in 
helping fix the site of the Electric 
Corporation's planned nuclear 
power station," Raband said. Such 
stations must be built on the coast, 
because of the enormous amount of 
water needed to cool the 
generators, some 8.5 billion cubic 
metres a year, he said. The Cor- 
poration asked the Maritime 
Studies Centre to examine the 
ocean floor and its stability along 
the whole Mediterranean coastline. 

"To our surprise, we found out 
that ours is a very unstable coast. 
We also discovered a crack in the 
seabed six metres from the coast 
that extends from Hadera 
southwards, at least to Ma'agan 
Michael. It would have been too 
dangerous to build nuclear reactors 
there. The Electric Corporation 
then chose the Ziklm site, near the 
Gaza Strip, he said. 


■■_rHEY AREN'T the lovely house 
. '.plants that decorate the show win- 
dows of our florists. Nor are they 
. . the exotic flowers that were dis- 
covered in 1703 in the West Indian 
Jungles by a French botanist, who 
named them after the German 
Professor Leonard Fuchs, editor of 
the first book on kitchen herbs in 
1550. 

The "fuchsias" I am referring to 
here are simple cactus plants which 
; , grow in containers on the roof of our 

house in Rehavia. 

They belonged to our good 
neighbour, the late Amoz Fuchs, a 

- descendant of one of the famous 
Bllu families who arrived in tbl« 
country at the end of the last cen- 
mry, founded some of the first 
colonies, tilled the soli and planted 

:^ie first vineyards and orange 
.groves. These dedicated farmers 
. passed on their love of plants to 
dieir children, and when my late 
•neighbour moved to Rehavia 18 

- years ago. he brought with him 
many house plants. ' 

As they became increasingly 
dense, he divided and' repotted 
them, and soon they were 
decorating all his rooms and 
balconies. Later, running out of 
.space, he placed some of his con- 
tainers on the common roof of our 
house. 

While the plants that remained in 
Mr. Fuchs's flat and balconies have 
been regularly watered by his 
widow, nobody cared for the 
. container plants on* the roof. Oc- 
casional waterings from winter 
rains was all they received for 
. many years. 

When I paid a routine visit to the 
roof this week and surveyed the 
neglected containers, I immediate- 
ly recalled the television series on 
the life of Charles Darwin. 

...,r "Only the strongest will sur- 
'*r» — vive," he said, describing his 
theory of the "survival of the 
. fittest.” Here, too, on the roof. I 
found further proof of Darwin's 
law. 

Almost all of the lovely plants on 
' ‘ the roof of Mr. Fuchs' bouse perish- 
ed during the 10 years since his 
death, destroyed by frost, hail and 
cold winds in winter and the fierce 1 
heat of the sun In summer. But, sur- 
prisingly, there were exceptions. 

Some of the cactus plants, 
8tapelia variegata (stapelia 
megouvonet in Hebrew! and 
Bchinopsis turbinata (the same 
name in Hebrew), not only outlived 
all the other house plants, but also 
flowered and multiplied in their 
overcrowded containers. 

And herein lies a lesson: It is

believed that all cacti developed 
their succulence under the in- 
fluence of climatic changes in their 
habitat. 

They were once ordinary leaf- 
producing plants. But when, during 
a natural metamorphosis over 
millions of years, jungles turned 
into deserts, they had to adapt In 
order to make the most economical 
use of water and to obtain their es- 
sential nutrients even when there 
was very little water.

All cactus plants are able to sur- 
vive long periods of drought. 
Sometimes they appear to be dead, 
blit the storage of at least a 
•minimu m supply of water in their 
tissues keeps them alive. 

The stapelia and echSnopsis cacti 
on the roof, which I honour my late 
neighbour by calling "fuchsias," 
are so excellently equipped with 
.moisture-storing cells that they 
have been able to survive on the 
very threshold of d$ath. 

HERE ARE more gardening Jobs 
for July and August: Continuing 
with succulents, I would recom- 
mend the propagation now of 
epiphyUum by cuttings. Each cut- 
ting should consist of four or five 
leaf'pads. 


After making a clean cut, insert 
the lower half of the leaf base into 
■ small flower pots filled with a mix- 
ture of equal parts of peat and 
perlite or peat and sand. As its 
English name — Christmas cactus 
— Indicates, this cactus will flower 
towards the end of December. 
Don't change Its position az soon as 
the first flower buds appear or the 
buds will drop and there will be no 
blooms. 

Carpobrotus (also called Mesem- 
bryanthe-mt im 1 t'salkdnit in 
Hebrew) h&s^nded its rest period, 
which, in contrast to other suc- 
culents. occurs In summer, and can 
be propagated now by cuttings. 
Carpobrotus, an evergreen peren- 
nial creeper, is a useful plant for 
low borders, suitable also for 
balcony containers and as a potted 
indoor plant on a sunny wlndowsllL 
The Mesembryanthemum family 
is large, with plants mostly creep- 
ing and mat-forming. They are 
r native to South Africa. Their 
"leaves” are hardly recognisable 
as such, and here, too. a change 
probably took place, with the 
original foliage evolving Into thick, 
finger-like succulent bodies with a 
heavy covering to resist evapora- 
tion. - 

These plants require a sunny 
location in order to produce 
flowers. If you take some cuttings 
and plant them just now (planting 
is possible until the middle of 
August), the first flowerbuds will 
appear at the end of autumn and 
later you will enjoy a blooming 
carpet in pink, red, yellow or pur- 
ple, flowering until late spring. 

Some highly succulent species of 
carpobrotus with a globular body, 
resemble rocks or pebbles, and un- 
less they start to bloom they cannot 
easily be detected from their sur- 
rounding environment. They are 
often called "living rocks" or 
"flowering stones." They also . 
bloom In the -same colours as the 
creeping species — as well as 
white. 

After flowering, they need only 
occasional light watering. Seeds of 
these types can be obtained at local 
seed shops. 


African violet (St. Paulia or 
Usambara violet',' sanpolia In 
Hebrew) can be propagated now It 
you can provide a location of shade 
or partial shade. This plant isn't 
really a 'violet, but it produces 
flowers that look like violets. 

When you have a healthy and 
well-blooming mother-plant, you 
may start propagating as follows: 
Use a sharp knife or a razor blade 
to sever a leaf from fhe 
motherplont, together with its 2 on- 
to 3 cm-long stem. Choose a leaf 
with a strong, not rubbery, stem. 
You may (but need not) dip the end 
of the stem into a hormone-rooting 
powder as an extra Insurance for a 
quicker and more vigorous roqting. 
Insert the treated (or untreated) 
leaves in moistened vermlcullte 
and cover with a transparent 
plastic sheet. Open for aeration 
from time to time and moisten the 
surface carefully without wetting 
the 1 eaves. _ New seedlings will 
appear after a few weeks. 

When the new-growth Is about the 
size of the mother leaf. It can be 
transplanted into a bowl or a 
flowerpot filled with regular potting 
soil. 

Peperamia (same name in 
Hebrew) la no' newcomer to Israel. 
This plant appears in local flower 
markets in several varieties. 

In recent years, it has become 
most popular as a result of Its 
decorative shape and the colour of 
its leaves. 

All peperomias like a medium 
light and warm temperatures. They 
grow well in porous, light soil and 
should not be overwatered. They 
originally came from tropical 
America and Mexico. The most 
decorative species are Peperomia 
griseo argentea (peperomia 
kissusit In Hebrew) with long, white 
leaf -stem 8 and a striking red 
pattern. The - small, heart-shaped 
leaves have a silver-grey upper 
side, while the under aide is 
greenish- white. 

Another variety of this plant is 
Peperomia caperata (peperomia 
mesiilselet in Hebrew). This has 
small, heart-shaped, wrinkled 
leaves with light or dark green 
colour and purplish stripes. Very 
small, yellowish-white flowers 
appear on long red stalks. 

All peperomias can be 
propagated now, like the African 
violet. Take top cuttings or 
matured leaves with a part of their 
stem and insert In a peat-sand or 
peat-vermicuUte mixture. Moisten 
carefully and cover with plastic. 
New seedlings will emerge in a cou- 
ple of weeks.

WORKING HOLIDAYS

FUND RAISING is easier, but Dr. 
Gerald Goodman prefers to spend 
his annual vacation in Israel 
teaching radiology residents at 
Jerusalem's Hadassah University 
Hospital. 

The 42-year-old. curly-haired doc- 
tor from Reading Hospital, Penn- 
sylvania. and associate professor of 
radiology at Temple University, 
has spent the past month as a 
volunteer here while his wife and 
three children enjoy a holiday in 
Israel. 

But there are compensations: Dr. 
Goodman asserts that he gets great 
satisfaction from his work here. As 
president of his local Jewish federa- 
tion. he spends a lot of time at home 
collecting money for Israel and 
attending meetings. Teaching, 
however, "is an uplifting ex- 
perience. You're not asking 
anybody for anything, but you're 
doing something yourself ... actual- 
ly helping." 

Goodman, who is on his fifth trip 
to Israel, was first here in In 1981 as 
a medical student after winning a 
research grant at Hadassah. Hav- 
ing absorbed his Zionism from a 
Hebrew-speaking summer camp, 
he wanted to volunteer during the 
Six Day War. but it ended too soon. 
After the Yom Kip pur War. he

dropped his work and came to 
Israel to work at Hadassah. 

"The radiology department was 
seriously depleted because doctors 
were serving In the army," he 
recalls. "I did special procedures 
and taught residents." 

Since then, he has visited Israel 
several times. He speaks with the 
greatest excitement about having 


been able to turn two neophyte 
radiologists into "the mainstays of 
Ihe department at Hadassah" by 
recommending them for study In 
the II. S. and acting as their patron. 

Because of budget cuts, there was 
no library of professional literature 
in the radiology department of 
Hadassah. Dr. Goodman raised 
funds and has started one. He also 
sends to Israel duplicates of all 
slides and printed material that he 
obtains for his residency 
programme in Pennsylvania. 

Dozens of other foreign doctors 
have taken part in Hadassah's 
volunteer programme in the past 
few years. Arrangements are 
simplified by the fact that a rich 
Jew from Baltimore built 20 
apartments in the medical complex 
that arc used by the volunteers and 
their families. But the doctors pay 
airfares and other expenses 
themselves. 

At least one radiologist Goodman 
knows — from Yale University — is 
planning aliya as a result of the ex- 
periences he had here as a 
volunteer. 

Since the level of Israeli medicine 
"is very sophisticated," the 
programme needs highly 
professional doctors who have ex- 
perience in teaching as well.

Cotton exports brought in 
$100m. last year: Sharon 


Bank Leumi ends Value day’ 
but raises interest and fees

Zsraor* cotton exports from the 
1979 crop have already reached 
SlOOm. — Agriculture Minister 
Ariel Sharon told a press con- 
ference here yesterday. Total ex- 
ports from the 2878 crop are ex- 
pected to come to $ll0m., com- 
pared with only *86. 5m: in 1978. 

Sharon said that Israel-ranks first 
in the world for cotton production 
per unit of land, with some 400 
kilograms per dunam. This is a 
third more than the next-most- 
productive countries — Australia 
and Guatemala. 

The minister added that the total 
area planted In cotton will remain 
at 600.000 dunams, but .that the 
ministry plans to step up research 
and development in an effort to in- 
crease output further. Some 50,000 
dunams are already under drip 


irrigation, which saves water while 
at the same time increasing yields. 

Sharon pointed with pride to his 
success in pegging the price of cot- 
ton sold to domestic spinning mills, 
to the world price. Domestic mills 
now buy 18.000 tons, out of the an- 
nual crop of 80.000 tons. 

Zvi Ncumark, - the general 
manager of the Cotton Marketing 
Board, said that expectations are 
for a 100.000-ton crop within a few 
years. He added, however, that 
growers have suffered a decline in 
profitability because of rising input 
costs. 

Board chairman Ha'lm Molcho, 
who is also an assistant director- 
general in the Ministry of 
Agriculture, attributed the success 
of cotton growing to its degree of 
mechanization and low labour 
costs. 


Electric Corp. buys ISlOm. crane 


By MARY HIRSCHFELD 
HAIFA. — The Electric Corpora- 
tion has purchased a ISlOm. crane 
in Germany which It will use to 
speed up construction of the new 
coal-based power station in 
Hadera. The crane can lift up to 300 
tons and do in half an hour work 
which would otherwise take a 
month or two, a corporation 
spokesman said. 

“There are many turbines and 
generator parts which weigh over 
200 tons and, without that crane, we 
would have to build special struc- 


tures of reinforced steel to get them 
Into place," he explained. There Is 
one other similar crane in the 
country already in use at Hadera. 
but it broke down several weeks 
ago; and it has not yet been 
repaired. 

Using the two. cranes, Electric 
Corporation crews expect to finish 
construction a few days ahead of 
schedule, and put at least one of the 
turbines Into work a week earlier. 
“This could save the country some 
*200,000 a day," the spokesman 
added.

TEL AVIV. — Bank Leumi will 
abolish most of Its current "value 
day" system on August 15. 
Simultaneously, however, it will 
raise its Interest rates and other 
fees to compensate for the loss of in- 
come derived from the “value 
day".. This step was taken, it was 
announced, after consulting with 
the Bank of Israel. 

The “value day" will he com- 
pletely abolished for ordinary 
checking accounts, both for 
customers whose salaries are 
deposited in the bank automatically 
each month, and for all others. 

(Bank Hapoalim, which took the 
lead in doing away with the "value 
day" In specific cases, limited the 
move only to those customers 
whose salaries are deposited into 
their accounts.) 

After August IS there will be no 
"value day" charge in these or- 
dinary Bank Leumi checking ac- 
counts for the deposit of cash or 
: cheques, whether drawn on another 
I Leumi branch or another bank. 

Moreover, all types of foreign 
currency transactions will also 
benefit from the cancellation of the 
“value day." This includes buying 
foreign currency with pounds, sell- 
ing foreign currency to buy pounds, 
or selling one foreign currency to 
purchase another. 

Far business accounts, however, 
the “value day" will be continued, 
but only for cheques deposited in 
Bank Leumi which are drawn on 
another bank. But if formerly the 
"value day" was in this case for 
two days, it will be reduced to 
one day.

It will 
probably be built in Afula. 

The original plan called for an in- 
vestment of about *l2m., with 
production being around one hun- 
dred million bottles or cans a year. 
A considerable part of production 
would be for export. 

At present, the only company 
making beer in Israel is National 
Breweries which has plants in 
Netanya and Migdal Ha’emek. It is 
owned by Murray Goldman, of 
Canada. National Breweries not 
only supplies nearly all local needs, 
but is also mounting an export drive 
to the U.S.

Amendment to Restoration 
Housing bill disallowed in Knesset

In a rare action, the Knesset 
Speaker on Monday disallowed an 
amendment ( histaygui ) submitted 
by a minster to a bill about to have > 
its second reading. 

The bill was the Restoration and 
Maintenance of Houses Law, which 
empowers local authorities to 
declare a neighbourhood a 
"restoration area," after which 
house owners In the neighbourhood 
can be required to make all 
necessary repairs, with the state 
covering 30 per cent of the cost. 

The bill, which was first sub- 
mitted In 1974 as a private 
member's bill by Yosef Tamlr 
(Shlnui) , was tabled for Its second 


reading last week, and was 
originally due to be voted on last 
Wednesday. 

It was rescheduled for last Mon- 
day. but less than an hour before 
Interior Committee chairman 
Shlomo Hlllel was due to present it, 
an amendment by Finance Minister 
Ylgael Hurvltz was tabled. Instead 
of the 30 per cent Treasury par- 
ticipation. It provided for a linked, 
non-interest hearing loan. 

Tamlr was convinced that this 
would emasculate the bill, and he 
asked Speaker Yitzhak Berman to 
rule Hurvitx's amendment out of 
order, since it had not been sub- 
mitted to the committee in good 
time. 

Berman so ruled, and the bill was 
adopted In its original form.

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PLO murder goes on 


THE LATEST MURDEROUS attacks by PLO goons, this time 
with hand grenades on a group of Jewish teenagers in Antwerp, 
Is shocking only in its inhuman viciousness. Otherwise, it is just 
what one who knows them would expect from these latter-day 
barbarians. 

A bloodbath was evidently planned, and averted only by pure 
luck. Thus "only” one of the 70 boys present at the scene was 
killed, and "only” two were critically injured. All the same, 
Jews all over Europe havenowbeen freshly served notice that, 
Zionist or not, they are right on target for the Palestinian 
terrorists. 

Zionism itself is still a convenient butt of PLO propaganda at- 
tacks in international forums, whether in New Tork or in 
Copenhagen. But the fake distinction once drawn between Jews 
and Zionists has been scrapped. So long as Israel is alive, the 
war is on the Jews, to the death. 

Barely a week before the Antwerp ‘assault, the author of the 
‘Munich Olympic murders was feted as an "honoured guest” at 
the Moscow Olympic village. Turning away protests, the Soviet 
hosts took some pains to explain that since Munich the PLO had 
gone diplomatic and had given up resort to violence outside 
Israel. 

This unmitigated lie Is now the fashion outside Moscow, too, 
and mere facts seem insufficient to disturb it. Still, the facts are 
readily available, even from so unimpeachable, a source as the 
London-based, Arab-owned “Middle East” monthlyr 
In its July issue, the magazine publishes a full listing of 
“Palestinian guerrilla operations outside Israel” since 1968. This 
shows that between May 1972 and May 1978 alone there were 
over 60 such "operations,” mostly aimed at Israeli or Jewish 
objectives. The count does not, of course, include the con- 
siderable number of such operations successfully foiled. 

The truth Is that, having achieved world-wide recognition 
through the Indiscriminate use of terror, the PLO has lately 
shifted a part of its effort to the diplomatic arena, but with the 
same old political goals in mind. There has also been a change 
In the methods of terrorism : after Mogadishu, and Wadie Had- 
dad's death, hijacking was discontinued as unprofitable. 

But the practice of terrorism has not therefore ceased, either 
inside or outside Israel: it is a matter of principle with the PLO, 
Indelibly written into its National Covenant along with Israel's 
destruction. 

To justify attempts at mass murder in terms of forcibly dis- 
solving Israel has, however, proved to be somewhat imprac- 
tical. Terrorist operations are therefore excused by their 
perpetrators as a means of liberating imprisoned “freedom 
fighters,” or of avenging the death of Arab civilians by the 
hands of Israelis. 

Thus it was entirely fitting for the terrorist seized by the 
Antwerp police on Sunday, to try to place himself right away ' 'in 
context”: the context being the killing ot Palestinian children in 
refugee camps in Lebanon. 

The murderer must himself have expected this to strike a 
responsive chord in Belgian, and generally in European, ears. 
For in reporting on Israel’s bombings of PLO bases in the 
camps, the Western media have regularly focused on the 
women and children injured as a result, and rarely on the guns 
and bombs concealed by the terrorists under the women’s skirts 
and the children’s cribs. 

Still, is it conceivable that Belgians, and other Europeans, 
will buy this savage excuse for the slaughter of innocent Jewish 
children? Is it possible that their governments will fail to have 
second thoughts now about the sort of bunch they propose to in- 
stall at the head of a Palestinian state? 

The answers are obvious. Whatever the people think, the 
governments, needless to say, will not change their policies now 
any more than they altered them in reaction to previous 
terrorist outrages. Yet these governments will no doubt argue, 
convincingly for most Europeans, that quite apart from oil and 
petro-dollars, the Greater Eretz Ylsrael policies of Israel’s pre- 
sent administration leave them with little choice.* 

Therein lies perhaps the worst horror of Antwerp. 


[POSTSCRIPTS 


A FASCINATING sidelight on early 
Zionist history was revealed in Lon- 
don earlier this month by Lord 
Noel-Baker during a House of Lords 
debate on the Middle East. 

Lord Noel-Baker, 91,' who won the 
Nobel Peace Prize in 1959 and who, 

■ as Philip Noel-Baker, was an MP 
for many years and held a number 
of posts in Labour governments, 
said that after World War I he was 
an official at the Paris Peace 
Conference, heading the section 
dealing with the League of Nations. 

. "I had a colleague In the delega- 

’ tion who had been a close friend at 
Cambridge. Eric Forbes- Adam. He 
was in charge of drafting the 
Palestine mandate with the help of 
the eminent Dr. Welzmann. The 
Palestine mandate was being exer- 
cised by Britain under the authority 
mid the supervision of the League of 
Nations. 

■ “It was therefore necessary that 
Forbes- Adam and I should consult 
together almost every day. and 
almost every day I said to him ‘I 
don’t believe it can be done. I don’t 
believe you can bring great 
numbers of people Into a country 
where a population already holds 
the whole of the land which they 
have had for centuries under their 
‘government and control and that 
•you can have peace."* 

' The reaction of Forbes-Adam to 
these views was to suggest talking 
about it the following week over 
lunch. That lunch was attended also 
by T.E. Lawrence “of Arabia” and 
the Emir Feisal (later King 
-Feisal). 

; Noel-Baker recalled the 
proceedings to his fellow peers:'“At 
the beginning of the meal, the Emir 
Feisal, translated by Lawrence, ex- 
plained to me why the Arabs were 
in favour of the Balfour declara- 
tion, why they wanted a national 
home for Jews in Palestine. 

■ “He said: 'The Jews and Arabs, 


racially, are cousins. There is no 
reason why they should not easily 
agree. When the mandate is carried 
out, we know that the Jews will 
bring to Palestine the greatest scien- 
tists and the greatest technologists 
in the world. They will bring vast 
sums of capital. They will turn the 
deserts of Israel into flourishing 
agricultural land. They will make 
Palestine blossom like the .rose. 
Then we, who have made deserts of 
our countries, will borrow the ex- 
perts and the techniques which the 
Jews have brought and we, too, 
with their help, will make our coun- 
tries blossom.' " 

Noel-Baker added that he thus 
had “the unique experience of be- 
ing. converted to Zionism by 
Lawrence of Arabia and the Emir 
Feisal” and remained thereafter a 
dedicated Zionist. “I have remain- 
ed a passionate admirer of the 
Jewish people, the most gifted peo- 
ple in the world." ' B.C .

THE CENTRAL Bureau of 
Statistics (CBS) announced formal- 
ly that Israel's foreign trade deficit 
narrowed by 3 per cent during the 
first half of 1980. Imports Increased 
by 5500m., exports by a little more, 

| resulting In a slight improvement in 
the trade balance. 

If truth be told. Israel’s economic 
performance was a good deal better 
than these figures suggest. An im- 
portant fact has not been taken into 
consideration, namely, that the cost 
of oil imports doubled in 1980. 

The outlay on petroleum was 
5571m. last year ( January-June) — 
and a massive Si, 216m. this. In 
other words, all the Increase in 
Israel's visible imports, and more, 
was accounted for by what can be 
described as the "OPEC tax.” 

What does that mean? That if 
Israel's , fuel Imports in 1980 had 
cost the same as in 1979 — a not un- 
reasonable assumption, con- 
sidering the hefty price rises that 
took place in 1979 — then total im- 
ports would not have increased by 
5500m. 

They would not have increased at 
all — they would in fact have 
dropped by SlOOxn., thanks to the 
government's belt-tightening 
policies. 

The over 8500m. increase In ex- 
ports would have been clear gain; 
and the deficit would have almost 
exactly halved, from $1.399m. in the 
first half of last year to 5706m. in 
the first half of this. 

It is important to know that the 
OPEC tax imposes an almost in- 
tolerable burden on all countries. It 


has caused major trade deficits 
even in the most successful 
economies such as Japan, West 
Germany and the U.S. It has 
generated substantial unemploy- 
ment throughout the Industrialized 
West. 


SUPPOSE OIL prices had risen 
pti ri passu with the general price in- 
dex for Israel’s imports, that Is, by 
325 per cent. The cost of our 
petroleum Imports in the first six 
months of the present year would 
have been not 51,216m., but 5237m. 


ISRAEL HAS IMPROVED her 
trade figures this year sufficiently 
to accommodate the latest Increase 
in oil costs without widening her 
trade deficit, and without making 
people jobless. (Unemployment in 
Israel is still insignificant com- 
pared with the situation in other 
countries.) 

In these gloomy days of Inflation 
and foreign hostility, this not incon- 
siderable success Is worth ponder- 
ing. 


The striking fact la that oil Im- 
ports almost equal the trade gap. 
The deficit in January-June of this 
year was 51.351m.. according to the 
CBS. and the oil import figure was 
all of 51,216m. 

Things were different back in 
1972. before we lost the Sinai oil 
wells and before OPEC. Since then 
the price of Israel's imports 
(including oil) has gone up by 325 
per cent. 

But the price of oil alone, which is 
the source of ail this price inflation, 
rose by 1,688 per cent 

In those days, as now, Israel was 
afflicted with a serious balance of 
trade problem. Exports in 1972 
covered only 55 per cent of imports. 
What improvement has taken place 
since then? 


Let us relate these figures to the 
statistics tabulated in the National 
Budget for 1980. Imports, visible 
and invisible together, are 
predicted to cost 513b. this year, 
and exports 510.4b., leaving a 
deficit of 52.6b. 

But the import figure includes 
52.350m. for fuel. Had fuel prices 
risen since 1972 by no more than the 
general price level, the cost would 
have been only 545Sm. That means 
that imports would have totalled 
511.108m., — and the deficit for the 
whole year would have shrunk to a 
negligible 5708m. 

If that were the situation, Israel's 
exports today would be paying for 
almost 95 per cent of her imports. 
To all intents and purposes, the 
country's balance of payments 
problem would have been solved. 

The above exercise seems very 
theoretical. But it does reveal a fact 
worth noting, that genuine progress 
has been achieved in Israel's 
economic performance. The deficit 
a decade ago was a cause of 
reproach. It was due to a lag in ex- 
port growth. 

The deficit today is still a 
problem that Israel has to solve. , 
But the 'cause of it this time is the ; 
inflation of OPEC prices, as the : 
figures show. i 


A grave misconception 


The governments of Europe, like the U.S. government, are 
not automatically friends of Israel and the Jewish people. 
Nor need they be enemies, writes BENJAMIN SHANE. 


SOME RECENT remarks by 
Premier Begin — for example, his 
comments on the EEC Venice 
Declaration — have tended to 
create the impression that Israel's 
enemies today are. or at least In- 
clude. the governments of Europe, 
either singly or all together. 


This is a most grave misconcep- 
tion. The European governments, 
like the American government, are 
certainly not automatically the 
friends of Israel and the Jewish 
people. Nor need they be the 
enemies. To conclude that they are 
would be to hand over victory to 
Israel's true enemies. 


when the chips were down, and who 
needs friends anyway? 

This is a dangerous, and poten- 
tially suicidal, distortion. Israel 
needed friends in Czechoslovakia 
and America to get the arms she 
needed for survival in 1948; she 
needed friends in' France to get the 
arms she needed in 1956 and 1967; 
.and she needed friends in the U.S. 
for the arms she needed in the War 
of Attrition, the Yom Iflppur War, 
and the rearmament which follow- 
ed it. 


This, however, is what the Likud 
government has effectively done. 
Its settlement policy and en- 
couragement of Gush Exnunim as a 
law unto itself have not only had 
shattering effects within Israel, 
they have also alienated from the 
state large areas of public opinion 
and sentiment in the Western 
democracies. 


* It Is a grim irony that a govern- 
ment more dependant on American 
largesse than any of its 
predecessors should devote such a 
vast proportion of Its budget to 
featherbedding on the Judea and 
Samaria settlements people who 
preach both defiance of that same 
government, and contempt for the 
foreign aid of which they still take 
so large a part. 


These people are not "anti-. 
Semites at heart," but it is much 
easier for Mr. Begin to assume that 
they are. For by so doing, he es- 
capes the responsibility for 
alienating them. How can he be 
blamed fra- losing Israel's friends 
if Israel never had any friends to 
lose? 


t The enemies of Israel do not 
make the same mistake. There is 
no contention in the PLO camp, for 
example, about winning the favours 
of the great. 


THE DIRECT, nationalistic, self- 
confident answer is that Israel 
always had to stand by herself 


Arafat is tireless in his travels. 
The PLO is unwearying in Its 
diplomatic moves. No sport, scien- 
tific or international charitable 
organization is too small for the 
PLO to move heaven and earth, 
first to get itself officially 
recognized* as- a nation, and second- 
ly to ensure that Israel is denied 
that recognition. 


GENOCIDE in action must be 
preceded by genocide in thought. 
Only when a people in the midst of 
the nations has been deprived ot Its 
right to identity in the minds both of 
public opinion and of the thousands 
of Individuals who wield real effec- 
tive power and Influence in each 
country, may its destruction be 
attempted with impunity. 

In his classic Warrant for 
Genocide, Professor Norman 
Cohn adduced this as the great 
achievement of Nazi anti-Semitic 
hate propaganda — not that it turn- 
ed scores of millions Into outright, 
Jew-hating killers, but that it left 1 
just enough doubt in their minds — 
that there could be no smoke 
without fire ; that when the time for 
action came, those millions were 
Just sufficiently indifferent, just 
sufficiently suspicious that perhaps 
it was not entirely undeserved to 
stand aside and let it happen. A 
climate of apathy had been created 
as the prelude for destruction. 

This has been the PLO's clear 
propaganda goal. They have never 
wavered, nor deviated from it. 
They have won victory after victory 
along the road. It is not enough to 
say that they are bound to win and 
that Israel should not even try to 
fight. To make such a surrender 
would be to hand the Jewish State 
over to the mercies (there are 
none) of its worst enemies.

ONE TEAR after Skylab tumbled
